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SUB J : DEMONSTRATION AT AMERICAN EMBASSY, NICOSIA 

1. SUMMARY: ON SEPTEMBER 8-9 EMBASSY WAS OBJECT OF PEACEFUL 
DEMONSTRATION BY GREEK CYPRIOT SCHOOL TEACHERS DEMANDING CONTINUATION 
OF UNITED STATES ARMS EMBARGO AGAINST TURKEY AND IMPLEMENTATION OF 
UNITED NATIONS RESOLTUIONS ON CYPRUS QUESTION. DELEGATION PRESENTED 

TO AMBASSADOR COPY OF PETITION FORWARDED TO CONGRESS. BULK OF 
CROWD KEPT AWAY FROM EMBASSY PROPER BUT APPROXIMATELY 200 DEMONST 
RATORS MOVED TO FRONT OF CHANCERY, CHANTED SLOGANS AND WAVED PLACARDS 

DEMONSTRATION PEACEFUL THROUGHOUT. POLICE PROTECTION AS EFFECTIVE AS 
IT NEEDED TO BE. HEAVY PRESS COVERAGE. END SUMMARY. 

2. ABOUT 1000 GREEK CYPRIOT SCHOOL TEACHERS, SOME BUSSED IN FROM 
OTHER CITIES, GATHERED IN DOWNTOWN NICOSIA MORNING SEPTEMBER 8 TO 
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MAKARIOS AVENUE IN DISCIPLINED FORMATION CARRYING FLAGS, PLACARDS 
AND CHANTING. ON REACHING POLICE BARRICADES ONE BLOCK FROM 
EMBASSY, MOST DEMONSTRATORS HALTED OR DISPERSED; HOWEVER, GROUP 
OF APPROXIMATELY 200 BRUSHED ASIDE BARRICADES, POLICE OFFERING LITTLE 
OR NO ARGUMENT, MARCHED TO CHANCERY BUILDING. 

3. DELEGATION OF FIVE PERSONS CALLED ON AMBASSADOR TO PRESENT COPY 
OF PETITION ALREADY SENT TO CONGRESS. PETITION A) EXPRESSES 

"GRAVE CONCERN AND BITTERNESS" AT FAILURE FREE WORLD TO ENFORCE 
UN RESOLUTIONS, B) THANKS US CONGRESSMEN "WHO BY THEIR VOTE HAVE 
PREVENTED US ADMINISTRATION'S EFFORTS TO RESUME MILITARY AID TO 
TURKEY", 

C) "BEGS" US AS CONGRESS TO VOTE AGAINST NEW ATTEMPTS TO RESUME 
AID, D) CHARGES THAT TURKS "INTENSIFY PROVOCATIONS BECAUSE THEY 
BELIEVE 

PERSISTENCE OF US GOVERNMENT TO RESUME MILITARY AID WILL FINALLY 
PREVAIL, E) AND CALLS ON CONGRESS TO DEMAND ADDITIONAL SANCTIONS. 

4. IN REPLY, AMBASSADOR AND EMBOFFS PROMISED TRANSMIT THESE VIEWS TO 
USG BUT WITHOUT ENDORSEMENT OF THEM (AS ERRONEOUSLY REPORTED NICOSIA 
PRESS LATER), AND POINTED OUT THAT GREEK CYPRIOTS MIGHT DO WELL TO 
RECOGNIZE THAT USG AND "FREE WORLD" BY NO MEANS SOLE FACTOR 
INFLUENCING TURKSY, CITING $700 MILLION ECONOMIC SUPPORT PACKAGE 
RECENTLY GRANTED TURKEY BY SOVIET UNION. OUR COMMENTS THIS VEIN 
STEADFASTLY IGNORED BY DELEGATION'S PROTESTATION THAT "ONLY THE 
UNITED STATES CAN SOLVE PROBLEM BY PRESSURING TURKEY." 

5. DELEGATION THEN RETURNED TO GROUP OUTSIDE CHANCERY, LED CHANTING 
AND SLOGANEERING AIDED BY BULLHORNS. FULL COVERAGE BY CYPRUS 
BROADCASTING CORPORATION TV AND LOCAL PRESS. POLICE IN ABUNDANCE 
BUT CROWD WAS NOT UGLY AND THERE WAS NO NEED FOR FORCIBLE RESTRAINT. 
AFTER TWO HOURS GROUP WITHDREW TO BEHIND PREVIOUSLY ESTABLISHED 
POLICE 

BARRIERS, BEGAN 24 HOUR COMBINATION SIT-IN AND FAST WHICH JUST NOW 
ENDING. PERHAPS 50 DEMONSTRATORS REMAINED OVERNIGHT ON MAKARIOS 
AVENUE CURBSIDE, SHEPHERDED BY CYPRUS POLICE OFFICERS. 

6. COMMENT: 

A. DEMONSTRATION WAS PEACEFUL IN ALL ASPECTS AND CAREFULLY 
MONITORED, ALMOST TO POINT OF DIRECTION, BY CYPRUS POLICE AUTHORITIES 
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TRANSGRESSION OF BARRICADES BY SMALL GROUP COMING TO EMBASSY SEEMED 
TO OCCUR BY PRE-ARRANGEMENT; IT WAS APPARENT THAT BULK OF DEMONSTRA 
TION NOT SCHEDULED TO APPROACH EMBASSY AREA. 

B. TWO OFFICERS FROM ARCHBISHOP MAKARIOS" PERSONAL SECURITY 
GUARD 

TOOK UP POSITIONS IN CHANCERY AND ESTABLISHED LIAISON WITH RSO, 
PRESUMABLY TO ENSURE THAT DEMONSTRATION WOULD NOT TAKE UNDESIRED 
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COURSE. 

C. IN REMARKABLE DISPLAY OF EMPATHY, FON MIN TELEPHONED 
AMBASSADOR EVENING OF SEPTEMBER 8 TO EXPRESS ARCHBISHOP'S 
PERSONAL CONCERN THAT SOME DEMONSTRATORS WERE LINGERING IN NEIGHBOR 
HOOD 

AND OFFERING HOPE THAT THIS NOT DISTURBING EMBASSY. 

D. POLITICAL NOTE: THIS IS FIRST OF WHAT WILL LIKELY BE SERIES 

OF MANIFESTATIONS STIMULATED BY GOC AND POLITICAL GROUPS RESPONSIVE 
TO IT. IT SHOWED TO WHAT EXTENT THESE SPECTACLES CAN BE FINE-TUNED 
ACCORDING TO EFFECT GOVERNMENT WISHES TO PRODUCE. DELEGATION 
VISITING AMBASSADOR PLACED GREAT EMPHASIS ON CONTINUATION OF 
CONGRESSIONAL EMBARGO, STATING OUTRIGHT THE GREEK CYPRIOTS 
BELIEVE THIS IS SOLE WEAPON THEY HAVE IN DEALING WITH INTRANSIGENT 
TURKS, THAT CYPRUS' FATE LIES IN HANDS OF UNITED STATES. USUAL 
DISTINCTION MADE BETWEEN "US CONGRESS/US PEOPLE" AND "AMERICAN 
ADMINISTRATION." WE CONTEMPLATE, OF COURSE, RATHER DIFFERENT 
SORTS OF DEMONSTRATION IF EMBARGO IS LIFTED. END COMMENT. 
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
